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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Claims 1-9 are pending. 



Sequence Compliance 



2. The instant application appears to be in sequence compliance for patent applications containing 
nucleotide sequence and/or amino acid sequence disclosures. 



3. Formal drawings have been submitted which fail to comply with 37 CFR 1.84.

INFORMATION ON HOW TO EFFECT DRAWING CHANGES 

A. Correction of Informalities - 37 CFR 1.85 

New corrected drawings must be filed with the changes incorporated therein. Identifying indicia, 
if provided, should include the title of the invention, inventor's name, and application number, or 
docket number (if any) if an application number has not been assigned to the application. The 
drawings should be filed as a separate paper with a transmittal letter addressed to the Official 
Draftsperson. 

B. Corrections other than Informalities Noted by Draftsperson on form PTO-948. 

All changes to the drawings, other than informalities noted by the Draftsperson, MUST be made 
in the same manner as above except that, normally, a highlighted (preferably red ink) sketch of 
the changes to be incorporated into the new drawings MUST be approved by the examiner before 
the application will be allowed. No changes will be permitted to be made, other than correction 
of informalities, unless the examiner has approved the proposed changes.

4. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121: 

I. Claims 1-4, drawn to a method of preventing, inhibiting or reducing tumor cell growth by 
administering an agent that inhibits OX-2, wherein the agent is an antibody to OX-2, classified in 
Class 424, subclass 144.1.

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II. Claims 1-4, drawn to a method of preventing, inhibiting or reducing tumor cell growth by 
administering an agent that inhibits OX-2, wherein the agent is an antisense OX-2 nucleic acid, 
classified in Class 5 14, subclass 44. 

HI. Claims 5-8, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising an agent that inhibits OX-2, 
wherein the agent is an antibody to OX-2, classified in Class 424, subclass 144.1 . 

IV. Claims 5-8, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising an agent that inhibits OX-2, 
wherein the agent is an antisense OX-2 nucleic acid, classified in Class 514, subclass 44. 

V. Claim 9, drawn to a method of inducing tumor cell growth in an animal model by administering an 
OX-2 protein, classified in Class 424, subclass 184.1. 

VI. Claim 9, drawn to a method of inducing tumor cell growth in an animal model by administering a 
nucleic acid encoding an OX-2 protein, classified in Class 514, subclass 44. 

It is noted that the specification on page 20 at lines 21-28 indicates that the intent of claim 9 is for use in 
developing animal models. It is suggested that Applicant amend the claim to so indicate. 



5. Claim 1 links inventions I and II. The restriction requirement between the linked inventions is subject 
to the nonallowance of the linking claim, claim 1 . 

Similarly, claim 5 links inventions III and IV. The restriction requirement between the linked inventions 
is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim, claim 5. 

Upon the allowance of the linking claim, the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall be 
withdrawn and any claims depending from or otherwise including all the limitations of the allowable 
linking claim will be entitled to examination in the instant application. Applicants are advised that if any 
such claims depending from or including all the limitations of the allowable linking claim are presented in 
a continuation or divisional application, the claims of the continuation or divisional application may be 
subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the 
instant application. Where a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no 
longer applicable. In re Ziegler, 44 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also 
MPEP§ 804.01. 



The Inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

6. Groups I, II, V and VI are different methods. These methods differ with respect to one or more of 
ingredients, method steps, or endpoints; therefore, each method is patentably distinct. 

7. Groups III and IV are different products. Nucleic acids and antibodies differ with respect to their 
structures and physicochemical properties; therefore each product is patentably distinct. 
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8. Groups (III and I) and (IV and II), respectively, are related as product and process of using. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for 
using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). 

In the instant case the antibody of Group III can be used for affinity purification, in addition to the 
methods recited; and the nucleic acid of Group IV can be used in a method of detecting expression of the 
OX-2 gene in a biological sample. 



9. These inventions are distinct for the reasons given above. In addition, they have acquired a separate 
status in the art as shown by different classification and/or recognized divergent subject matter. Further, 
even though in some cases the classification is shared, a different field of search would be required based 
upon the structurally distinct products recited and the various methods of use comprising distinct method 
steps. Moreover, a prior art search also requires a literature search, which would not be completely co- 
extensive. It is an undue burden for the examiner to search more than one invention. Therefore 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 



10. Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must include an election of 
the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed. 



11. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the currently named 
inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the application. Any amendment of 
inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 
CFR1.17(i).
